“If I were to try a week I could not 
begin to tell yo>i about our trip on the 
yacht. The thing is absolutely beyond 
my dreams.

It 
has also a notable table service, and I 
am glad to say I am able to do full 
justice to the good things. The mirror 
tells me I am looking unusually well. 
I am red and brown, too, and must be 
considerably heavier. 

“We sailed all the way from Smyrna 
a over the bluest of seas and under 
the fairest of skies. We have seen 
Deles, Argos, Nyceus, Tyreus, and are 
now in Athens, the greatest and most 
beautiful of all. 

“As we came into the Bay of Piri- 
aeus, the port of Athens. We passed 
over the water on which the battle of 
Salamis was fought. We saw where 
Xerxes sat cn the mainland on his sil 
ver-footed throne, that he might over- 
look the battle and see the defeat of 
the Greeks. We saw the island, that, 
like a cork, seemed to shut the Greeks 
in the little harbor and on which Xer- 
xes placed six hundred picked men to 
slay any who might try to swim to 
safety from the sinking toremes. We 
saw the comparatively small sheet of 
water into which were crowded the 278 
boats of the Greeks ana the three to 
five hundred boats of the Persians.
